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INTRODUCTION 

A  group  of  graduate  students,  with  the  advice  of  the  faculty,  has  been 
working  on  the  creation  of  a  new  thesaurus  in  urban  and  regional  planning 
since  July  1969.   After  more  than  a  year  of  experimentation  it  is  ready  for 
broader  exposure. 

It  may  seem  questionable  to  have  produced  a  new  thesaurus  at  all  when 
so  many  subject  heading  lists  already  exist.   It  was  our  original  intention 
to  utilize  either  the  URBANDOC  Thesaurus  or  John  Rickert's  Urban  Thesaurus 
when  designing  a  retrieval  system  for  our  graduate  program.  And  in  fact,  the 
existence  of  these  two  lists  in  particular  was  one  of  the  rationalizations 
used  for  justifying  the  acquisition  of  specific  information  and  storage 
equipment.   But  on  closer  examination  we  began  to  realize  that  no  amount  of 
modification  short  of  complete  restructuring  would  make  either  of  them 
suitable  to  our  needs.  After  an  extended  period  in  which  both  lists  were 
used  to  index  "representative"  documents,  it  became  clear  that  neither  were 
appropriate  to  the  informational  needs  of  the  Program  nor  to  the  kind  of 
retrieval  system  we  intended  to  install.   Specifically,  there  were  too  many 
terms  for  the  intended  size  of  our  document  collection  and  too  many  terms 
which  seemed  either  ambivalent  or  synonymous  with  other  terms. 
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For  our  purposes  we  felt  that  the  setting,  the  context  in  which  these 
thesauri  operated  was  too  broad.   We  felt  that  much  better  controls  would  be 
had  with  a  smaller  vocabulary  and  one  that  was  confined  to  a  single  disciplinar 
"point  of  view".   Containing  a  vocabulary  in  such  a  highly  eclectic  subject 
area  as  Urban  and  Regional  Planning  is  difficult  but  legitimate  limits  can 
be  imposed. 

Valid  limits  can  be  produced  by  (1)  building  a  hierarchial  super- 
structure within  which  to  develop  the  body  of  the  vocabulary.  Each  term 
represents  a  component  of  the  hierarchial  system  from  the  broadest  to  the 
narrowest  category.   The  final  form  of  the  vocabulary  need  not  be  hierarchial 
but  as  a  method  it  helps  clearly  establish  the  relationships  within  the  word 
system.  Another  way  of  establishing  limits  is  by  (2)  evaluating  every 
possible  term  from  the  "point  of  view"  of  the  discipline.   Each  term  is 
scrutinized  for  its  relevance  to  the  discipline's  ::climate  of  opinion". 
From  what  discipline  does  a  particular  term  emerge?   Does  its  definition 
vary  with  the  discipline  within  which  it  is  used?   Is  there  a  disciplinary 
equivalent  for  a  given  term?   Is  it  essential  for  identifying  phenomenon 
pertinent  to  the  discipline?   In  this  way  the  vocabulary  expands  outward 
toward  other  disciplines  and  helps  establish  the  "uniqueness"  of  the  word 
system.   The  resulting  thesaurus  is  both  the  definition  of  an  intellectual 
universe  and  a  detailed  elaboration  of  a  "point  of  view". 

Language  is  so  impressive  in  the  social  sciences  generally  and  almost 
pathologically  ambivalent  for  much  of  the  description  of  urban  phenomena, 
that  even  professionals  within  a  reasonably  narrow  field  cannot  always  agree 
on  ccmpatable  definitions.  As  disciplines  become  more  narrow  their  language 
becomes  more  laden  with  "assumed  meanings".   Misunderstanding  is  rampant  in 
interdisciplinary  "dialogues".   In  terms  of  building  a  thesaurus,  these 
problems  cannot  be  solved  by  simply  expanding  a  vocabulary  to  incorporate 
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everyone's  terras.   A  vocabulary  that  expands  to  include  every  "relevant" 
subject  term  becomes  progressively  more  impossible  to  handle  both  for 
indexing  and  retrieval.   A  highly  detailed  multi-disciplinary  vocabulary 
would  require  such  elaborate  definitions  to  account  for  "assumed  meanings" 
that  it  would  be  unwieldy  and  cumbersome.   It  could  not  be  used  without 
constant  reference  to  its  definitions. 

A  narrow  subject  vocabulary  can  be  built  on  the  assumptions  of  the 
discipline.   It  can  be  as  limiting  and  as  expansive  as  is  necessary  for  use 
within  the  discipline.   Only  the  most  abstract  and  value-laden  terms  need 
scope  notes  to  indicate  their  range  of  meaning.  Most  allowable  terms  will 
have  their  scope  indicated  simply  by  their  cross  references. 

As  already  indicated,  the  Program's  thesaurus  was  developed  in  both  a 
hierarchial  and  a  linear  way.   In  the  first  instance  a  few  broad  categoric s 
were  established  and  analyzed  in  descending  hierarchial  order.   Simultaneously 
and  independently,  a  simple  cumulative  word  list  was  compiled  without 
reference   to  any  particular  structure.   Ten  subject  heading  lists,  including 
URBANDOC  Thesaurus  and  Urban  Thesaurus ,  were  used  in  compiling  these  two 
lists. 

The  final  cumulative  listing  was  then  fit  into  the  hierarchial 
structure,  with  all  extraneous  and  synonyous  terms  eliminated.   These 
discarded  terms  were  the  primary  source  for  the  "see  '  references  of  the 
final  vocabulary.   The  combined  list  was  alphabetized  without  regard  for 
hierarchial  relationships  and  subjected  to  a  variety  of  indexing  situations. 
The  major  modification  to  come  out  of  this  preliminary  indexing  was  the 
formation  of  "form  divisions".   It  was  decided  that  there  was  a  category 
of  terms  which  could  not  be  used  independently  of  the  other  terms  used  to 
describe  a  document.   This  category  was  identified  as  "form  divisions" 
because  it  described  a  forra  of  material  and/or  acted  to  modify  subject  terms. 
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It  was  useful  further  to  identify  these  terras  to  prevent  false  drops  in  the 
information  search.   For  this  purpose  they  are  scope-noted  in  the  body  of 
the  thesaurus  as  follows:   :,as  a  form  division  this  term  is  allowable  only 
if  it  is  applicable  to  all  or  most  of  the  other  subject  descriptors  chosen. 

The  last  two  components  of  our  working  thesaurus  are  not  reproduced  in 
this  publication  in  order  to  save  space  and  because  they  are  least  useful 
to  another  library  situation.   Both  the  geographical  and  the  time 
descriptors  of  our  thesaurus  were  developed  entirely  from  the  preliminary 
indexing,  i.e.  they  emerged  out  of  real  documents  and  were  not  created 
theoretically.  A  similar  method  would  be  advisable  for  any  other  library. 

The  current  size  of  the  thesaurus  including  geographical  and  time 
descriptors  is  about  500  terms.   This  number  is  expected  to  grow  slowly  and 
be  based  on  two  interrelated  developments.   Vocabulary  changes  will  reflect 
both  usage  and  document  acquisition.   The  use  of  new  terms  and  the  growing 
obsolescence  of  old  ones  must  be  felt  in  the  vocabulary.   Simultaneously, 
the  increase  of  documents  in  one  subject  area  will  force  expansion  and 
refinement  just  as  the  decline  of  new  documentation  will  demand  the  broadening 
and  consolidation  of  another  subject  area. 

The  only  new  category  of  material  that  will  require  unusual  expansion 
of  the  thesaurus  is  a  slide  collection.  Work  is  underway  now  to  termatrex 
a  slide  collection  in  such  a  way  that  it  will  be  possible  to  retrieve  both 
descriptive  and  visual  materials  on  the  same  subject  at  the  same  time. 

A  thesaurus  must  be  a  dynamic  vehicle  for  the  location  of  information. 
It  must  change  as  rapidly  or  as  slowly  as  a  discipline  changes  and  at  the 
same  time  be  a  stable  criterion  for  the  inclusion  of  information  in  a 
collection.   A  "relevant"  document  that  cannot  be  properly  indexed  with  an 
existing  vocabulary  presents  an  indexer  with  a  decision  -  should  the 
vocabulary  be  expanded  to  facilitate  inclusion,  should  the  document  be

partially  and  inadequately  indexed  using  the  existing  terms,  or  should  the 
document  be  discarded.   The  decision  must  always  be  made  within  the  conte.  t 
of  the  intellectual  limits  placed  on  the  collection.   The  reasons  for 
expansion  must  always  be  more  substantial  than  the  value  of  a  couple  of 
documents. 

The  Program's  thesaurus  was  designed  specifically  for  Termatrex 
information  storage  and  retrieval  equipment,  but  it  was  designed  to  be  used 
in  combination  with  a  traditional  general  vertical  file.   Planning  materials 
seem  to  divide  best  into  two  basic  organizational  categories  in  response  to 
two  different  kinds  of  informational  questions.   The  primary  element  of  the 
first  kind  of  question  is  geographical  location,  seconded  by  a  standardized 
form  of  information  usually  consisting  of  a  comprehensive  plan  as  a  component 
there  of,  e.g.  "Do  you  have  a  comprehensive  plan  for  Dayton,  Ohio?    Is 
there  a  transportation  study  far  Davenport ,  Iowa?"  The  location  of  such 
information  is  best  facilitated  not  by  an  elaborate  retrieval  system  but  by 
arranging  the  material  in  a  vertical  file  cabinet  by  geographical  area  and 
simple  subject:   e.g.  IOWA,  DAVENPORT.   TRANSPORTATION. 

The  criteria  for  entering  a  document  into  Termatrex  is  more  comple  . 
Even  a  comprehensive  plan  can  qualify  for  inclusion  if  it  is  either  unusual 
in  format  or  of  exceptional  methodological  interest.   Six  questions  have 
been  suggested  for  indexers  to  apply  when  considering  a  document  for  in- 
clusion into  the  Termatrex  collection:   1.   Is  it  of  sufficiently  high 
quality  -  is  it  a  valuable  piece  of  original  research.   2.   Is  its  approach 
primarily  subject  rather  than  singularly  geographic?   3.   Will  its  indexing 
produce  more  than  two  subject  headings?  4.   Is  it  long  enough  to  cover  the 
material  included  in  a  substantial  way?  5.  Will  it  have  future  usefulness '. 
6.   Is  it  of  historic  or  retrospective  significance: 
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We  have  produced  a  new  thesaurus  very  specifically  designed  to  meet 
the  research  needs  of  our  Program.   It  was  designed  to  accommodate  a  re- 
latively small  collection  (we  have  about  2000  documents  in  our  collection 
currently  and  expect  it  to  grow  to  10,000  within  2  years)  of  non-hard  cover, 
research  oriented  materials.   Further,  it  was  designed  to  be  used  only 
within  the  Program  by  graduate  students  and  faculty,  people  whom  it  is 
assumed  have  a  basic  familiarity  with  planning  terminology. 

In  this  sense  it  was  narrowly  conceived,  but  in  its  final  form  it 
should  be  appropriate  to  any  small  Planning  organization  with  limited  but 
sophisticated  research  needs.  We  hope  that  this  thesaurus  can  serve  as  a 
core  vocabulary  for  the  information  storage  and  retrieval  of  an  analogous 
planning  collection. 
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INDEXING  PROCEDURES  FOR  TERMATREX  DOCUMENTS 

Since  it  is  always  possible  to  drop  documents  from  the  collection,  your 
first  consideration  should  be  whether  or  not  the  document  in  hand  is  fully 
appropriate  for  Termatrex.   The  following  criteria  should  be  applied  for 
document  evaluations.   These  criteria  should  be  used  in  varying  combinatic.  s : 
1.)   Is  it  of  sufficiently  high  quality  -  is  it  a  valuable  piece  of  original. 
research?  2.)   Is  its  approach  primarily  subject  rather  than  singularly 
geographic   3.)  Will  its  indexing  produce  more  than  two  subject  headings. 
4.)   Is  it  long  enough  to  cover  the  material  included  in  a  substantial  way? 
5.)  Will  it  have  future  usefulness   6.)   Is  it  of  historic  or  retrospective, 
significance? 

Author  information  and  general  bibliographic  data  for  the  accession 
sheets  should  be  transcribed  from  the  title  page  and  can  be  verified  with 
the  card  catalog.   (The  main  author  card  in  the  card  catalog  will  include  all 
the  information  necessary  to  filling  out  accession  sheets.) 

Descriptors  should  be  listed  in  the  following  way:   1.)   TIME:   Indicate 
as  specifically  as  possible  the  time  factor  of  the  document,  i.e.,  the 
period  of  time  with  which  the  document  is  concerned.   In  most  documents  the 
time  descriptor  will  te  synonymous  with  the  copyright  date  on  the  document. 
In  retrospective  or  projective  studies  the  time  descriptor  may  be  a  period 
of  time,  e.g.,  1900-1945,  2000-2050,  etc.   2.)  GEOGRAPHICAL  LOCATION:   Use 
the  geographical  descriptor  list  for  your  choice  where  possible.   If  new 
descriptors  are  needed,  cite  them  in  parentheses  in  complete  form  at  the  end. 
3.)   FORM  DIVISIONS:   These  descriptors  must  apply  to  the  entire  subject 
content  of  the  document,  since  form  divisions  act  as  modifiers  for  the 
subject  descriptors.   They  must  apply  to  all  or  most  of  the  subject 
descriptors  used,  e.g.  if  the  form  division  "Bibliography"  is  used,  thi3 
term  must  be  applicable  to  all  the  subject  descriptors  chosen.  4.)   SUBJECT: 
Use  the  subject  descriptor  list  where  possible.   If  new  descriptors  arc 
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needed,  cite  them  in  parentheses  in  complete  form  at  the  end.   Recommend 
their  inclusion  in  the  thesaurus  if  they  appear  to  be  necessary.   One  of  the 
advantages  of  Termatrex  is  the  ease  with  which  new  terms  can  be  added.  As 
the  language  in  planning  changes,  the  thesaurus  can  be  constantly  updated 
and  modified.  As  an  indexer,  it  will  be  your  job  to  watch  for  new  terms  as 
they  enter  the  discipline  and  to  make  the  appropriate  changes  in  the  thesaurus 

The  abstract  should  be  cited  in  the  following  way.   If  there  is  an 
authentic  abstract,  cite  the  page  on  which  it  appears,   e.g.  indicate  "p.  3." 
If  there  is  no  abstract  in  the  document  but  a  good  summary,  indicate  "summary 
p.  iii"  or  simply  "p.  4,  par.  2."  You  might  also  indicate  in  this  space  any 
special  qualities  or  features  of  the  document. 

In  indexing  you  can  rely  reasonably  on  the  author's  abstract  for  subject 
descriptors  but  never  rely  solely  on  the  "Table  of  Contents."  Some  documents 
are  insufficiently  outlined  and  some  are  over-outlined.   Always  test  the 
"Table  of  Contents"  against  the  body  of  the  document. 

Good  indexing  should  represent  a  kind  of  delicate  balance.   Make  sure 
there  is  enough  material  on  a  particular  subject  and  that  that  material  can 
be  isolated  for  use  without  great  difficulty.   Over-indexing  is  usually 
more  harmful  than  under-indexing  since  it  tends  to  produce  false  drops. 
However,  both  broad  and  narrow  descriptors  can  be  applied  to  the  same 
section  of  a  document  if  fully  appropriate.   Always  index  from  the  point  of 
view  of  retrieval.   Is  the  information  worth  retrieving  for  serious  research.' 
If  you  are  looking  for  information  on  a  particular  subject,  how  could  it  be 
indicated  for  maximum  usefulness?
